Several solutions to the matter have 
been presented from time to time, one 
of them being to pipe water from the 
eprings iu the coulee near the Trem- 
bley farm. This sonrce has the advan- 
tage of being the nearest tu town, and 
having beea tested as to the quality 
we know it is all right in that respect. 
The question arises, however, whether 
it would be possible to geta perman- 
ent and suffcieyt supply for our needs 
fiom the coulee,

London.--The Arabs in Arabia in 
revolt against the Turks have recent- 
ly carried out extensive operations 
against the enemy, meeting — with 
success in all of them, according to 
an official British communication is- 
sued this evening. The commuai- 
cation adds that the king of the Hed- 
jaz and his tribesmen evidently have 
associated themselves with the allied 
cause. The communication follows: 

“Forces operating under the orders 
of the king of the Hedjaz have car- 
ried out a series of extensive opera- 
tions against the Turkish detach- 
ments and posts in Arabia. Accord- 
ing to information available the 
Arabs have been working on a care- 
fully thought-out plan, which has re- 
sulted in the destruction of a part of 
the railway line north ef Medina and 
in the capture of isolated Turkish 
outposts. 

“The plan of operations appears to 


have been skillfully conceived, and 
the daring and determination dis- 
played in carrying it out were re- 


markable. On more than one occa- 


;sion Arab forces attacked numerical- 


ly superior forces and overcame 
them. In the Maan district alone 
over 700 Turks were killed in an ac- 


tion and a similar number taken 
prisoner, In addition four guns were 
captured. 


“At present it is impossible to 
forecast what bearing the Arab re- 
volt may have on our operations in 
eastern theatres, but it is evident 
that the king of the Hedjaz and his 
supporters have definitely associated 
themselves with the allied aims and 
ideals, which cannot fail to embarrass 
our enemies. 

“The Arab movement originating 
with the Shereef of Mecca apparent- 
ly is gaining the support of all the

Supreme Object of Instrictors at the 
Great Military Training ; 
Schools 


British military authorities are 
convinced that the day of the supet- 
man has arrived, and that the part 
he is to play in ‘ending the war an 
regenerating the world cannot b 
over-estimated. ‘ 

A representative of the Associated 
I’ress, who was permitted to visit a 
great training school as the guest 
of the forcign office, obtained. -an 
insight to the remarkable change 
brought about in the British view- 
point during the past three years, 

“Use your eye and your brain,” is 
the new British wateliword, which is 
being instilled into the British youth 
with all the force at the command 
of his superiors. 

“We are training our men to be- 
lieve in themselves,” said the General 
commanding the — school. 
inust not only feel that he is better 
equipped physically and mentally 
than his antagonist, but he must be 
able to demonstrate it, That is the 
lesson we have learned from the 
world war.” 

As the average Britisher is na- 
turally a sportsman, his games are 
being made to play an important 
part in his training. In shooting, 


warfare these are proving invaluable 
to him. 

“LT have been very much impressed 
w.th the fact that most men who are 
prominent in our games distinguish 
themselves at the front,” declared 
the General. “They are keen, 
thoughtful and clear-sighted and for 
that reason -become the best fight- 
crs,” 

Unlike the armies of ether bel- 
ligerents, the British are discarding 
what are termed weapons of fright 
jiznto and instructing their young 


manhood in the use of what they are 
pleased to call the “three B’s"—the 
bullet, the bayonet and the bomb. 

“KExperience has shown us that 
the rifle and bayonet are the «best 
defensive weapons with which to 
arm a ian,” asserted one official. 
“lf he has the proper physical, and 
jmental training and knows how to 
thandle his rife and his bayonet, he 
lis certainly the match, if not the 
} superior, of his adversary.”
